sonality. “He is,” he says ilmost the only man whom I 
lave ever known who simply could not speak, or even 


iequiesce in, an untruth on any matter, great or smail, 


however convenient it might be.” That, if honestly spoken, 
is a very high thing to say of any man and almost a 
unique thing to be said of a politician. 

Finally, as regards this softer side of his nature, it can 
truly be said that few public men have owed more to home 
and family life than he, and few have been more pro- 
foundly attaehed to all that clusters around both those 
things that mean so much to us all. 

* 
ro HARK back to the courage of the man. In Cuba, at 

Omdurman, in South Afriea, in France, that courage 
has been displayed innumerable times. He commanded a 
battalion, in France, and a good story is told of his active 
service during that period. The battalion headquarters 
happened to be occupying a farm-house that was being 
heavily shelled, and a general, on a round of inspection, 
remonsirated with Churchill, who replied that there was 
no other place available to enable him to retain the neces- 
sury contact with his officers and men. The general made 
no helpful suggestion, but repeated petulantly: “I tell you 


this is a very dangerous place.” To which Winston replied, 
with respect: “Yes, sir; but, after all, this is a very danger- 
ous war!” 

The same courage he has never failed to show in the 
political arena—and combativeness allied to, and equal to, 
his courage. He does not, indeed, strut around daring 
folks to tread on the tail of his coat; but those who would 
break his windows are speedily foreed to realize that their 
own houses are made of glass. 

His courage and combativeness were never better exem- 
plified than in the days when he was leaving the Tory 
ranks to join the Liberals. His change of party, and the 
rather aggravatingly derisive manner in which the change 
was made, evoked a perfect frenzy of fury from the camp 
of the Tories. One day, when he rose to address the House 
of Commons, the whole party left the House in a body. And 
he earried the war into Africa—repaid insult with insult, 
and scorn with scorn. The Tory party was mocked as the 
party which enjoyed the support of the church and the 
tavern, of the “Times” and the “Sporting Times!” At that 
time, the “Times” was still the most-respected of English 
newspapers and the “Sporting Times” was—well, the 
“Pink ’Un!” 

When he insisted on addressing a meeting in Belfast, 
at the very height of the savage controversy over Home 
Rule, he literally took his life in his hand. Indeed, in his 
continuously excessive combativeness, he has shown little 
of that cold calculation that his critics are wont to attribute 
to him. For in the high latitudes of policy it is always 
well to remember that the foe of to-day may be the friend 
of tomorrow, and vice-versa. The extremity of his in- 
vectives has made the breach between himself and the 
Tory party difficult to bridge, and there was not a little 
doubt of Mr. Baldwin’s wisdom in making him Chancellor 
of the Exchequer—particularly as he had been a_pro- 
nounced Free Trader. Indeed, he stated explicitly at Ottawa 
recently that he still “takes a Free Trade view of economic 
doctrine.” 

~ 

During the war he tried to do too much and to do it 
too fast. Two outstanding achievements are to his credit: 
The British fleet was ready when the fateful hour struck; 
and to him, more than to any man, is due the credit for 
the invention of the tanks and their adoption in the army. 

On the other side of the account, however, are to be 
placed the Antwerp expedition and the Dardanelles ad- 
venture. As regards the former he was right, and, though 
it failed of its ultimate object, it yet served to delay the 
German advance at a moment when the delay was of value 
to the Allied cause. 

With the Dardanelles it was otherwise. His conception 
was brilliant and daring, and, had it succeeded, it would 
have shortened the whole course of the war and the world 
would have been spared much of the plight in which it 
finds itself to-day. But it was foredoomed to failure unless 
a joint military and naval operation could be organized 
The chief responsibility for proceeding with the adventure, 
when the condition just named could not be fulfilled, rests 
with Mr. Churehill.

Need for Airport 
Development 


N A recent interview, Wallace R. 
Campbell, president of the Ford 
Motor Company of Canada, Limited, 
expressed the view that the Do- 
minion of Canada needs municipal 
effort in airport development, more 
than any other phase of Aero Activ- 
ity.

Throttle Control Saves Fuel 


“rT AIN'T the shoes that ‘urts the 

‘orses ‘oofs, hits the ‘ammer, ‘am 
mer, ‘ammer on the ‘ard ‘ighway, or 
to paraphrase that old adage, it isn’t 
the speeding car burning up the 
miles on the open road that eats 
gasoline unreasonably, it’s the con 
stant starting and stopping in heavy 
trattic which leads the majority of 
motorists to believe that their en 
gines are failing to deliver proper 
mileage per gallon,’ states Jno. C 
McGuire, Sales

“The carburetors on each of the 
Chrysler cars, the ‘65,’ ‘75’ and ‘Im- 
perial’ have been designed to give 
the maximum efficiency at all throttle 
positions and subsequent speed 
ranges, With the least amount of fuel 
consumption. These carburetors are 
all tested before becoming part of 
the car power plant are tested 
again before the motor is placed in 
assembly and are again tested and 
adjusted after the car leaves the as- 
sembly line 

“The Chrysler car owner driving 
his automobile with perfectly adjust- 
ed carburetor on the open highway, 
finds that he gets normal mileage 
from a gallon of gasoline, but that 
in the city driving his mileage per 
gallon decreases. <A little study of 
the causes for this and a little more 
attention to the manner of driving 
in heavy traffic, should result in car 
owners obtaining much better mile- 
age per gallon in city driving. 

“In city traffic gasoline is wasted 





to considerable extent, as the speed 
is not constant, due to the fact that 
so many stops must be made for stop 
streets, stop lights and traflic signals. 

“Study has also shown that the 
whole combined procedure of slow- 
ing up, stopping for traffie signals, 
waiting for the light to change, and 
then starting the car moving again, 
cuts down the mileage enormously, 
consuming, approximately, one-half 
cup of gasoline, or equivalent to 
about one-eighth of a pint. 

“Very little gasoline is actually 
consumed when the engine’ is 
throttled down, as the Chrysler car- 
buretor is adjusted to permit the 
engine to idle, with a fuel consump- 
tion of less than 8 pints an hour, 
which is comparatively small. 

“In a traffic stop test a Chrysler 
‘65’ was started in second gear and 
accelerated to 25 miles an hour. The 
shift was then made to high gear 
and the car proceeded at 25 miles 
an hour to .2 miles from the start- 
ing point approximately a city block 
The car was then stopped and the 
same routine repeated without idling 
any more than was necessary to shift 
to second gear. This test, represent- 
ing a stop for a traffic light just 
changing, showed the car covering 
11.2 miles to a gallon. 

“It can readily be seen that these 
conditions represent those found in 
city driving and the reason why 
more fuel is consumed under such 
circumstances, than when the car is 
traveling at a constant speed on the 
open road.

For instance, when a driv- 
er is a block away from a traffic light 
and sees the light turn against him, 
he should, when it is at all possible, 
proceed slowly, but in gear, toward

The Roval Garden Party 


HERE had been a drastic cutting- 

down of the list of guests for 
the Royal Garden Party on the lawns 
of Buckingham Palace, but the 
Queen desired that the company 
should be as representative of the 
Empire and of all interests in the 
Empire and in this country as pos- 
sible, and the list was extended. The 
gathering was varied and, perhaps, 
more democratic than on former 
occasions. Parliament was strongly 
represented, and there were many 
more men in lounge suits and felt 





mitted to use seats formerly reserved 
for members. 

The man who made Goodwood was 

Lord George Bentinck. The Duke of 
Richmond, it is true, was responsible 
for establishing the meeting in 1802, 
but for a quarter of a century it fail- 
ed to become popular because of the 
smallness of the stakes. When Lord 
George won his first race there in 
1824-——-riding his own horse—the 
prize money totalled only £300, and 
he decided that drastic measures 
were necessary if the event was to 
survive. He took charge, and by 
his energetic management raised the

hats than have ever been seen at a 
palace party.

A Link With the Past 


TPHE Earl of Coventry—in the true 
spirit of the twentieth century 
has broken another record. For 
more than eighty-six years and two 
months he has been a peer. It is 
not easy to imagine what England 
was like, nor to portray the lives, 
the habits, the thoughts of its people 
when, in 1843, the little boy of five 
succeeded to an earldom. To all but 
the youngest of us there are recol- 
lections of days without motor ears, 
aeroplanes and wireless, but only a 
few months before Lord Coventry 
came into his title Queen Victoria 
had experienced her first train jour- 
hey, from Windsor to London. ‘in 
half an hour, free from dust and 
crowd and heat,” and was ‘quite 
charmed with it.’”’”. The Queen was 
only twenty-four years of age 
“Pussy and Bertie” (to become the 
Empress Frederick and King Ed- 
ward) were, a few days later, at 
the christening of the Princess Alice, 
looking, wrote the Queen, ‘‘very dear, 
all in white, and very distingués: 
they were much admired.” Lord Cov- 
entry has not only out-lived King Ed- 


ward (his junior) by nearly twenty 


years, but has survived to see his 
sreat-grandchild in the line of sue- 
cession to the Throne. When we
